Report from Mr. A1 Wlntere, Business Agent for Permenente Cement 
Company, on Jack H. Gould. 

•Jack H. Gould worked at Permanente Cement Company possibly one 
to two weeks hauling cement to Redwood City. One day he contacted 
Mr. Ted Hoffman, chief dispatcher at Permanente, from Redwood City 
that this was his last trip when he got In. Mr. Hoffman asked 
him If he wouldn't be so kind as to stay on the balance of the week 
because he was short of drivers. Mr. Gould agreed to stay but the 
following day he worked 5 hours and came In and said he was through 
driving because he was going to be an apprentice plumber. So the 
Company gave him his check and paid him for actual time the last 
day he worked. Mr. Gould then contacted Mr. T»d Hoffman and 
demanded 0 houra pay for his last day of woik. Mr. Hoffman ex¬ 
plained to him that whenever a man quits on his own he Is paid only 
for actual time worked, this being according to the contract. 

Mr. Gould then contacted me on tie 0-hour minimum day but did not 
apeclfy that ho had quit on his own. I In turn called Vr. Hoffman 
•t Permanente and demanded to know why Mr. Gould had not been paid 
the 0-hour minimum day. Mr. Hcffman explained to me that Yr. Gould 
had quit on his cwn after 5 hours' work and that according to 
contract the Company was not liable for an 0-hour minimum day. 

With this Information on hand I contacted Vr. Gould and explained 
to him why he was not eligible to the B-hour minimum day. When 
Mr. Gould left this office he was well satisfied with the explanation 

Mr. Hoffman had not hoard from Mr. Gould until the day ho received 
a letter from Denver, Colorado, asking Yr. Hoffman for a letter 
of recommendation, which Mr. Hoffman mailed back to Mr. Gould. 

This la all I know about Mr. Jack H. Gould and the only contact 
I have had with him.

So I would like to hear from you on this and your feeling on the 
same, or acknowledgemont? Man to man. 

When I receive my refund check if you so want it I will be glad to 
send you the If.25 as my last conversation with you on this subject 
I believe we decided tc let It ride and you gave me your truthful 
comments, and it still goes as far as I am concerned. Since I 
never asked you for it I feel this is another trick of Al Winters 
bleeding tactics trying to foul me up ss I had asked him his ideas 
and he rebuffed me as is his usual way. His crooked way, racket 
run union. This may be wrong but I definitely feel this is the 
stunt or slight of hand, quicker than the eye, trickery. I believe 
if you era doing something a man should go all the way, or let 
it alone to begin with. I hope tnis leaves you at the end of 
this rotten raeket run conclusion. Of which I never requested 
and this is true if it was the last thing I could say or if it 
was my last breath. I intend for you to have the lasting and 
final truth which is all I can do. I will close now and again 
leave you in the bast way I know how or feel, from the heart.

Report from Mr. Bert Coepton, Builnaes Agent for Penlnsual 
Motor Expreee, on Jack H. Oould 

Jack Oould worked for Peninavla Motor Expreaa on or about Sept. 

12« 1955. Ho eea running froai San Joae to San Franolaoo and from 
San Franolaoo to Redwood City. When he reached San Franolaoo on 
the flrat atop after leaving San Joae he had trouble hooking up 
the traetor to the vana ao he aaked the meohanlo on duty to ahow 
him how. Then ho waa on hla way to take a aet of doubles to the 
Redwood City terailnal. At Redwood City he had trouble apllttlng 
the vana and hooking the vana and backed the traetor under the 
vana and broka the landing geara under one of the vana and alao 
broke the light oorda that eonneot between the traetor and vana. 

He waa told by the meohanlo on duty that there waa an extra light 
oord under the aeat of the traetor. He leaves Redwood City without 
llghta and prooeeds to San Carloa, California, by way of Bayshora 
Highway. At San Carlos he pulls off the road and goes to aieep 
until daybreak and than flnlahea hla run to San Franolaoo and back 
to San Joea. 

Checking back on the rate of pay and retroactive pay that this 
membar aantlona In hla letter 1 find the following: 

He was paid for 12^ hours of work for that night's run; 

8 houra straight time and 4i hours overtime. This time 
waa paid under the 1954-55 agreement because the new 
agreement had not yet been signed. 

He turned In to me one hour overtime whloh amounted to 
|3.00 and whloh I oolleoted for him. ( I never "offered" 
him IS.OO aa he mentions. I oolleoted this from P.M.E. ) 

On Cotober 14, 1955» P.M.E. sent him a oheok In the amount 
of $1.69 whloh represented retroactive pay due him because 
the new agreement had been algned. 

From the beat of my reoolleotlon and from the above Information 
I emnnot aee what Brother Jaok H. Oould has to complain about the 
way I handlad hla grievance with P.M.E.

Jack H. Oould and Presidant Beck. In cnecklng this matter, find 
aome of Mr. 3ould'a atatements are untrue. Plrst of all, Mr. lould 
waa not employed at iatson Bros, until January 29 , and was dis¬ 

charged on March 3» 1953t for carrying unauthorized passengers, which 
ahowa him appearing on the payroll of about 30 days. 

Ha makea a atatement In his letter that he never made more than 
IBO.OO a week. The oayroll will show that on the first week of his 
employment he made $o3.97> the second week |9U.50> the third week 
$ 103 .2U, and the fourth week |66.50» of which the Company’s records 
ahow that he did not report for work when called, and within this 
aame ween waa dlacharged. 

Inaamuch aa Mr. Dould had not eatabllshed seniority, due to 
the fact that he had not completed thirty days, he had no grievance 
agalnat younger men. The next man younger than Mr. Could was Thane 
Bracken, who on the flrat seek of hts employment made $ 63 . 01 , the 
aeoond week 190.36, and on the tnird week ^o5.l4.1. The fourth week 
he waa off because of Illness. 

Mr. Parker brought this case to the Executive Board and It was 
the board" decision after careful study, and taking into consider¬ 
ation that tne man had only been employed by the company for a period 
of 32 days, that there was no grievance Involved. 

I want to call your attention to the fact that after leaving 
Vataon Bros., the aame men was employed by the Red Bsll Transfer Co. 
from March 5 to March I 6 at which time he was dismissed because of 
unaatlafactory service. Trjat’ng this will clear the matter up and 
thanking you for your past cooperation, I remain
